This year’s event features activist and 
political commentator Bakari Sellers in 
conversation with BLSE faculty member 
Doug Jones. Your questions are welcomed. 


Here’s a question: Who is the woman for 
whom this special lecture is named? 


Answer: Elizabeth A. Drew. Drew was a 
force — a poet, teacher, and literary critic 
who taught at Bread Loaf from 1941-1963. At least one of Drew’s Bread Loaf classes had an 
enrollment of 92, so it was held in the Little Theater to accommodate the throngs. Drew also had a 
distinguished career as a professor of literature at Smith College, where she inspired her student 
Sylvia Plath to switch her major from studio arts to honors English, thus changing the course of 
20th-century poetry. Drew authored several books that focused on how to read and enjoy literature, in 
particular, poetry. She was born in Singapore and educated at Lady Margaret Hall Oxford. She gained 
her faculty position at Smith as the result of a single lecture, which launched her on a cross-country 
lecture tour. Drew is easy to spot in this 1959 BLSE faculty photo, seated second from the left.
